1 . Applicant proposed amendments in a paper received on 7/1 1/2007 and after a 
final rejection. The amendments have been entered. The amendments and remarks 
fail to place the application in condition for allowance over the prior art of record. 

2. Claim 38 has been amended to address minor informalities. The claim is 
rejected on the same grounds as set forth in the final rejection. 

3. All claims are rejected on the same bases as noted in the final rejection, with the 
added explanations given herein regarding amended claims 1, 21, and 34. The 
explanations and citations noted in the final rejection are maintained and incorporated 
herein by reference. 

4. Claims 1,21, and 34 have been amended to further recite removing output data 
from a second database after the transmission of the output data, the output data 
having been transmitted over a network from the second database to the first database. 
Amended claims 1, 21, and 34 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by U.S. 5,766,076 to Pease et al. (of record). Such feature is an inherent 
feature in Pease, at least because Pease's equivalent of a second database (e.g. 
processor 138) is limited by the size of the processor's data storage. The data stored in 
the second database must therefore be discarded in order to maintain normal operation 
and prevent overloading the data storage capacity. Since the data originates in gaming 
machines, gets transmitted to the second database, and further transmitted to the first 
database, the data must not be removed from the second database until after the data 
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has been transmitted to the first database. Thus, the removal of output data from the 
second database after transmission of output data is inherent in Pease.
